AMSTERDAM, Holland (Tuesday)-—- 
Berlin messages claim that some 
per cent of the electorate participated 
in the elections for the National As- 
sembly on Sunday, and a Berlin Gov- 
ernment wireless message pronounces 
the course of the elections throughout 
Germany a clear proof of the fact 
that the development to a republican 
form of government interests the 
whole German nation. The day passed 
quietly, it continues, not only in the 
capital, but in most of the provinces 
and large towns also, disturbances 
having been reported only from the 
Rhineland mining district, Hamburg, 
Cassel, and a few small places. These 
were due to acts of violence of the 


Spartacus bands, and should not influ- | 


ence the general election result. 

The number of votes polled 
creat that the final result is 
known, but, so far, the Majority 
Cialists head the poll, whereas the 
Independent Socialists, owing ap- 
parently to their recent association 
with the Spartacists, have suffered 
heavily in many of their previous 
strongholds, such as the Berlin suburb 
of Neu-Koeln, Dresden,*> Chemnitz, 
Hamburg, Magdeburg. Nuremberg, 
and Munich. 

The results in Berlin’s 24 electoral 
districts are already available, and 
éhow that the Majority Socialists have 
polled 8195 votes and the Democratic 
Party, which comprises the old Pro- 
gressives and National Liberal Left 
wing, votes, while the other 
parties secured only quite small totals, 
the Independent Socialists, for in- 
stance, polling only 3000 votes. 

The results published for the coun- 
try generally, up to Monday night, 
were as follows: 

Majority Socialists, 2,603,422 

Center Party, 1,110,137. 

Independent Socialists, 

Democrats, 1,234,041. 

Conservatives, 467,367 

German People’s’ Party, which 
mainly represents the Pan-German 
wing of the old National Liberal 
Party, 266,157. 

Should this balance be maintained 
in the final result, the Majority Social- 
ists will retain the position of the 
former Social Democratic Party as 
the largest group in the House of 
Representatives, but the bourgeois 
parties together will have a majority 
in that body.

The weapon Tell 
used was undoubtedly the crossbow 

arbalest—-of the type having.a reflex 
composite bow made of wood, sinew,

DUTY FOR WOMEN 


Specially for The Christian Science Monitor 
Jury duty for women-—-shall it be or 
shall it not?—is a question of more or 
lees interest to women, and men, too, 
the United States. So 
heard today. along with the 
slow, but none the less sure, enfran- 
chisement of women, state by state. 
even country by country, one might 
well say, concerning the civic service 
which women, like men, recognize as 
their duty to fulfill, that this one spe- 
cific variety of service quite naturally 
demands attention 

Particularly true this 
a state of the ULnion recognizes 
citizenship of its women. For exam- 
ple. take New York. With the en- 
franchisement of New York women 
which was thorouch and complete 
came the conviction to many that now, 
at last. they were to give their 
full quota public. service and, 
surely, a part this consisted of jury 
duty. Women quite recog- 
nized and desired this:

Judge Reah M. Whitehead of Seattie, 
Washington, reports for that State that 
since women were enfranchised there 
in 1910, thev have formed from 30 to 
1) per cent of all jurors .summoned, 
although any woman desiring to claim 
exemption may do by signing a 
written or printed notice thereof and 
returning it to the sheriff before the 
date for appearance; moreover, the 
law states that it is the duty of the 
person serving any summons for jury 
dyty to inform the person served of 
this provision. 

Word comes from California, also, 
that jury lists in San Francisco bear 
almost aS many women’s names as 
men’s. Miss Marguerite Ogden, who 
was chairman of the Women's Legis- 
lative Council of California, which 
drafted the bill making women eligible 
to jury duty, declared that she con- 
siders the entrance of women upon 
jury duty as the most significant ad- 
vance since California women were 
enfranchised.

That there will be an enormous increase in the wealth of 
the country as a result of the abolition of the liquor 
traffic seems obvious. When the economic saving thus 
brought about impresses itself upon other nations of the 
world they may soon follow the example set by Canada 
and the United States. Indeed, from an economic stand- 
point, several others have more reason for adopting bone- 
dry laws than has the United States, because their per 
capita indebtedness is much gre: ater. 


Labor Conditions in tee United States 


LABOR conditions in the United States are reported 
as being rapidly approaching an acute stage. Quick 
action is evidently necessary in order to prevent unem- 
ployment and its consequences The cancellation of war 
orders has been accompanied by a general slowing down 
of industrial activities. Coincidental with this state of 
attairs 1s the demobilization of the army, The situation 
seems to be an unnecessary as well as an unfortunate 
one, because it was anticipated months before the signing 
of the armistice, 

Lhe principal obstacle in the way of industrial activ- 
lies is the high cost of materials and labor. There ts 
plenty Ot business in sight fOr iron and steel mills, textile 
manutactories, and other important industrial plants, but 
the comphunt of abnormally high prices for raw products 
Is general, and manufacturers are disinclined to place 

rders until there is a decided reduction in prices, There 
some decline in prices of commodities, but 1 
‘<d more than a ripple on the industrial

Che government has the whip hand, It owns large 
stocks of nearly everything used in manufacture. ‘These 
it must dispose of. High prices were paid for nearly 
everything purchased during the war period, and there 1s 
no doubt that both the government and private concerns 
stand to lose heavily on these purchases. In view of the 
present situation, it would seem to be the part of wisdom 
to make deeper cuts in the prices of the various products 
and supphes now on hand, bear the loss, and give business 
generally the impetus it needs. . Both labor and capital 
came forward patriotically during the war period, and 
each deserves a share of gratitude for the victorious out- 
come. Now that another phase of the situation is to be 
faced it would appear that no more patriotic step could 
be taken than to help toward the provision of employ- 
ment for the returning soldiers. 

A loss of some thousands, or even millions, of dollars 
that might be incurred by cutting down prices would be 
of temporary effect, and, in view of the millions that 
have been accumulated during the war, should not cause 
serious difficulty anywhere. If it would tend to advance 
industry, as seems certain, the loss would soon be more 
than made up. Of greater importance, however, is the 
need of giving employment to the thousands of men who 
are rapidly returning to civilian life. William B. Wilson, 
Secretary of the United States Department of Labor, 
says that within thirty days there will be a dangerous 
overflow in the labor market, if employment is not found 
for the returning soldiers. He has sent telegraphic ap- 
peals to the chairmen of state councils of defense, asking 
their aid in solving the problem. There should be no loss 
of time in responding to this industrial call. 


The Quai d'Orsay 


DESIRING to illustrate how the center of government 
in (ireat Britain hides itself trom public view and public 
CONCerT, 
was wont to declare that 1f one asked a London 
“cabby’ to drive to Downing Street he would have to 
think twice before he turned his horse’s head 1n the right 
direction. One cannot help wondering, of course, 1f this 
was not an exaggeration, even some forty or fifty years 
ago, W hen Lagehot first made the statement; but the fact 
remains that the little cul-de-sac of Downing Street does 
do its best not to obtrude itself on public notice; that no

the Pont d'léena. And wherever one looks, as one makes 
one’s way under the trees, there 1s some beautiful build- 
ing in view, the Petit Palais, the Grand Palais, the Garde 
Meuble, to take only a few at random... Then there is the 
elimpse across the river, over the Pont de l’Alma, up the 
Avenue Marceau toward the Are de Triomphe, and

just about now, when the bare trees make wonderful 
tracery through which one may catch many glimpses of 
beautiful buildings hidden from view a few months, or 
indeed weeks later on, when the chestnuts seem to burst 
into leaf over night.

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Or THE many New Yorkers who daily pass the City 
Hall how few probably knew, until the present Governor 
of the State revived the custom and the newspapers men- 
tioned it, that the City Hall contained a room built, fur 
nished, and maintained for the Governor's use. For 
many vears no Governor had used the room and dipped 
pen in ink at the old desk which had served John Adams 
when he was President of the: United States; in fact. 
Governor Hoffman, whose term ended in 1873, is said 
to have been the last preceding Governor who came down 
occasionally from Albany to his official room in the New 
York City Hall. And now Governor Smith is making 
use of the room, and the other Saturday more than 200 
persons called to see him. ‘The practice would seem to 
have become more and more desirable with the growth 
of the State; and now that the Governor’s Room has 
been rediscovered and put to use, other states, where the 
capital and the principal city are not near together, may 
find the idea a good one to copy. 


UNQUESTIONABLY fthe war will affect the future by 
causing some radical changes in the methods of American 
college education. No one can say just what form those 
changes will take; but whoever has read the recent utter- 
ances of college presidents, professors, alumni, and edu- 
cators 1n general must feel that somehow or other learn- 
ing by personal initiative, started and encouraged in the 
student by his teachers, 1s to become the larger element 
in college instruction, and learning by hearing lectures 
the smaller element. Too often in the past, says~one 
critic, ‘‘the pupil has been regarded as a tub, and the 
professor as a selt-acting pump’; and in this criticism 
there appears to be a general agreement of educators. 
Never before, in American education, has the responsi- 
bility of the teacher as a real guide, philosopher, and 
friend to, young people been | SO squarely taced.

WHAT a contrast between a part of the West of North 
America and a part of the West of I-urope stands out in 
the recent report from Washington of the results accom- 
plished last vear by four little geological expeditions, each 
of two men and an automobile, toward mapping and 
marking the watering places of the American desert! 
The total territory to be surveyed and mapped lies east 
of the Sierra Nevada and Cascade Mountains and West of 
a line running from Eastern Oregon through Salt Lake 
City and Santa Fe to the mouth of the Pecos River 
About 60,000 square miles were covered, and nearly 650 
signs were erected to direct travelers to the nearest water 
in what 1s described as the driest, hottest, and least 
explored part of the arid region. The work, however. 
had its military importance, for it added 350 miles of 
national frontier, with all available water supplies exam- 
ined and marked, to the progressive mili itary map now 


being made of the United States,
